$1,500, but for me to haid out and 
be could get more. He said I could 
take the money and go west; that it 


was common for a member of the 
legislature to sell out. If it ever came 
out I could deny it, and the people 
would believe me before they would 
believe him. 
” 1 saw him lobbying at the Max­

Hotel. Later, in Nashville, he 
told me he could not raise over $1,- 
500. He said they had to buy some 
others. He said he had telegraphed 
a Chattanooga distiller to send the 
money.”

Goodpasture to write an agreement 
and he would sign it. He said Good­ 
pasture signed it. Witness said he 
refused to sign a paper pledging him­ 
self to vote with the regular dem­ 
ocrats.

here exhibited a promissory note for 
$1,500 alleged to have been signed 
by 
Goodpasture. 
Witness 
said 
he 
made the transaction public to let the 
people know there had been a cor­ 
ruption fund. 
On cross examination, McDonald de 
d a re d he had led on to trap Good­ 
pasture. He testified that Congress­ 
man Sam Sells of Johnson City and 
Representative J. J. B. John son ius of 
Paris gauaranteed the money for the 
runaw ays to Alabama. He said he 
had consented to publish the affair 
to justify the course of the legislative 
runaways.

BOARD OF AFFAIRS 


WILL BF THE CAPITOL 


COMMISSION 


Oklahoma City, June 23.—The first 


step toward the erection of a state 
capitol building by the board of af­ 


fairs w'as taken Friday when Gover­ 


nor Cruce commissivined the members 
of the board as slate capitol commis­ 
sioners. 
The members of the board of af­ 
fairs called upon Governor Cruce in 
a 
body just 
before noon 
and 
de­ 
parted members of both the board 
of affairs and the state capitol com­ 
mission. 
The governor stated in l\is letter 
to the old commission in which their 
resignation was advised that he was 
of the opinion that the capitol build- 
ing could be erected by the board 


of affairs at less expanse than by 
the commission. At that time it was 
the impression that the building of 
the capitol would be turned over to 
the board of affairs under their old 
commission, which gives them juris­ 
diction over the erection of public 
buildings of the state. 
It was claimed by some in a posi­ 
tion to know at time that th- action 
of the It gislature in creating a capi­ 
tol commission was mandatory and 
that the office could not be abolish­ 
ed by the governor, 
while 
others 
claimed that the chief executive by 
removing the members of the com­ 
mission could simply cause the places 
to remain vacant and then could be 
erected by other means. 
I t is understood that by commis­ 
sioning the board of affairs as mem­ 
bers of the capitol commission, the 
governor means to remove all teach- 
nical objections to the power of the 
board to proceed under the legisla­ 
tive act providing for the erection 
of a capitol 
building at Oklahoma 
City.

CHEROKEES WILL SEE 
WRITINGS OF FATHERS 
Within a fortnight the rem nants of 
the tribe of Cherokee Indians now 
living in North C arolina will be giv­ 
en the first chance in years to see 
the original docum ents of their tri­ 
bal songs and prayers that were com­ 
m itted to 
w riting In the Cherokee 
language early in the last century. 
These records, 
w ritten 
by the 
In­ 
dians them selves, have been in th** 
bureau of ethnology in W ashington 
for the last twenty-five years. They 
were found and collected by Jam es 
Mooney of the bureau, who was prac­ 
tically adopted as a member of the 
tribe, and during his six years of 
residence with them they were part­ 
ly compiled and translated into Eng­ 
lish and put into such shape as to 
be available for the scientific man 
and the student of ethnology. In the 
interval the m ost of Mr. Mooney’s In­ 
dian work has been with the plains 
tribes of the Southw est, but he is 
now' to be sent to the scene of his 
earlier labors and will complete the 
com pilation of the old records with 
the aid of the old men of the tribe. 
The very fact that there are Chero­ 
kee Indians in North Carolina will 
be news to many people, and the fact 
that they have an alphaphet and a 
w ritten language of their own will 
be news to more. It is one of the 
most rom antic stories in the history 
of prim itive peoples. It is the only 
occasion in modern history where an 
illiterate 
people 
have developed 
a 
w ritten language of their own. The 
fact th at the idea came from the 
whites detracts very istle from the 
wonder of the achievement. 
The man who gave the Cherokees 
their alphabet was Sequoyah, a mem­ 
ber of the tribe and the man in hon­ 
or of whom the big trees of the Pa­ 
cific coast were given th er name. He 
commenced working on the w ritten 
language for the tribe in 1800, and 
the w ritten language was officially 
adopted by the Cherokes in 1820.— 
New* State Tribune.
